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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 
Indicators for the provincial agriculture industry show generally favourable con- 
ditions to the end of August, with total cash receipts up 7.4% over 1970. Cash receipts from 
the sale of crops totalled $179 million, an increase of 34%; receipts from livestock and products 
were 3% lower than last year due mainly to a reduction in hog prices. Payments currently be- 
ing made to Alberta wheat growers under the temporary wheat reserves act will further improve 


farmers cash receipts in the last quarter. 


The building construction industry in the province is very active as evidenced by 
the value of building permits issued. Preliminary September figures indicate the cumulative 
value will exceed $399 million, compared to $280 million during the same period a year ago. 
Housing starts in Alberta from January to August 1971 numbered 14, 100 units an increase of 90% 
over the 7,400 startsinthe same period of 1970. At the end of August a total of 13, 700 dwelling 
units were under construction in Calgary and Edmonton. 

Comparative coal production figures for August show a 40.8% increase in value 
of production over last year, The cumulative value of production for the first eight months of 
the year was 78% higher than in 1970. To the end of July 1971, the value of crude oil production 
amounted to $673 million. Total sales were 234 million barrels, 55% of which was sold in the 
United States and 45% in Canada. The value of sales of natural gas over the period reached $155 


million an increase of 11% over the previous year. 


Alberta manufacturers shipments were valued at$172.8 millionin August, bring— 


ing the cumulative total forthe year to$1, 261 million. Sales of packing plants during the period 


reached $306 million, 50% of which were exports out of the province. Lumber sales in the first eight 
months of 1971 totalled $29.5 million, an increase of 86% over the same period a year earlier. 


Approximately 60% of Alberta lumber sales are exported to the United States. 


The consumer mood in Alberta showed considerable improvement in July as re— 
tail sales were up 8.9% from a year earlier. The seven month total at S123 billionewas 524% 
greater than in 1970. To the end of August sales in Alberta of automatic washing machines, 
clothes dryers, refrigerators, and freezers increased by 15%, 12%, 6% and 44% respectively 
over the same period a year ago. Motor vehicle sales were up 11%. Wholesale trade over the 
period was some 7% greater than last year. 

The consumer price index for Calgary-Edmonton moved up by 0. 2% inSeptember, 
At 129.1it was 2.4% higher than the September 1970 index of 126.1. Unemployment in the pro- 


vince continued todecrease inSeptember. The number ofunemployed was approximately 21, 000 


out of a total labour force of 668, 000.

Preliminary statistics from the Fifteenth Annual Alberta Salary and Wage Rate Survey, (1 August, 1971), 
indicate that in the clerical positions the average Alberta monthly salary of a junior clerk typist is $339; of a junior 
stenographer, $378; and of a secretary-stenographer, $472. Key-punch operators in data processing centres are 
paid an average of $416 per month.

MEMORANDA 
A total of 193 million gallons of gasoline were sold through refiners and other 
outlets in Calgary and Edmonton during 1970. This compares to 174 million gallons sold during 
1969. Over thesame period the number of vehicles registered in the two centres increased from 


approximately 341, 800 to 360, 500. 


During the 1970-71 registration year 867, 730 motor vehicles were registered in 
the province, an increase of 42, 703 vehicles over the previous year, Commercial vehicle reg- 
istrations (previous years figures in brackets) totalled 223, 842 (215, 434), passenger vehicles 
525,524 (503,925), trailers 95,844 (86,214), dealer registrations 3,127 (3,084) and motor 
cycles 19, 393 (16,370). During the period March 31, 1970 to March 31, 1971 there were 7, 210 
private snow vehicles registered; since 1967 a total of 22,558 private snow vehicles have been 


registered in Alberta. 


The number of cattle and calves in Alberta at June 1, 1971 was estimated to be 
3,825,000 head, up 8% from 3,535,000 head at June 1, 1970. The Alberta figure is approx— 
imately 28% of the total number of cattle and calvesinCanada. Dairy cows and heifers numbered 


242,000 head or about 6.3% of the provincial total. 


Electric utilities in Alberta purchased 3.3 million tons of coal valued at $4 million 
to generate electricity in1970.In addition 14.9 million gallons of petroleum fuels and 42. 8 bil-— 
lion cu. ft. of gas valued at $724,000 and $7.3 million respectively were consumed by utilities 


during the year. 


The number of municipal employees at the end of June 1971 for all municipalities 
in Alberta is estimated at 18,653. Gross payroll for the first half of the year was $55, 792, 000. 
These figures exclude employees and payrolls of municipal enterprises such as transitsystems, 


telephone companies, school boards and municipally-owned hospitals. 
Employment in federal government departments and departmental corporations in 


Alberta was 14,988 as of December 31, 1970. Total payroll for the last half of the year (ex- 


cluding overtime and retroactive payments) was $54, 582, 000.

Of the $1.5 billion value of shipments of goods manufactured in Alberta in 1967, approximately $884 million or 58% 
were shipped to points within the province, The value of goods shipped to other provinces amounted to almost $514 million; exports 
accounted for $129 million or 8.5%. The destination of shipments refers to the first destination which will, in most cases, be the fi- 
nal destination as well, 

Shipments of the food and beverage industry amounted to $635 million or 42% of total manufacturers shipments. 
Slaughtering and meat processors accounted for $350 million or 55% of the food and beverage industry total. The petroleum and coal 
products industry had the next highest value of shipments at $146 million followed by the chemical and chemical products industry and 
the primary metal industries. 

Of the provinces, British Columbia was Alberta's best customer receiving almost $159 million worth of manufactured 
goods, Shipments to Quebec totalled $114 million, followed by Saskatchewan ($98 million), Ontario ($79 million), Manitoba ($46 mil- 
lion), the Yukonand Northwest Territories ($13 million), New Brunswick ($2 million), Newfoundland ($2 million), Nova Scotia ($1 mil- 


lion), and Prince Edward Island ($.5 million).
